Thrace which would prevent us from 
bringing out troops from Asia to Eu- 
rope," said Hamid in a statement 
to the correspondent. 
"Neither can 


•we accept literally the condition that 
our army shall not advance while the 
peace conference is progressing. 


"This would so circumscribe 
our 


movements that the enemy would 
have ample opportunity to 
prepare 


forces for a fresh attack and would 
give the Allies a. chance to com 
plete their land and naval reinforce- 
ments In event the conference failed. 
"Regarding the straits, we have al- 
ready admitted freedom for the pass- 
age Of all vessels through them but 
we are not prepared to define in 
what authority or body the control 
shall be vested. That question must 
be settled at a conference between 
the Turks and the Allies. 


"We also insist that 
all 
nations 


having commercial, military or other 
Interests in the Dardanelles, includ 
ing Russia and Budgaria, shall parti 
cipate in the conference. 
We fur- 


ther insist that Great Britain shall 
suspend all navaJ and military move- 
ments 
in 
the straits during the 


course of the conference."

which the 


terms of an armistice are expected to 
be settled.

How far ha* the restlessness of the 


electorate been checked, if at all? How 
vital are the murmurs of dissatisfac- 
tion today as compared with 
the 


gloomy rnonths-of low farm prices and 
unemployment which started with the 
painful processes of deflation just aft- 
er the 1920 presidential election? Will 
the Republicans survive the spirit of 
change which has been working to the 
disadvantage of the party or govern- 
ment in power everywhere? 


WHAT IS ANSWER? 


Few campaigns have had more in- 


teresting questions to answer. 
This 


year is a milestone in the era of re- 
construction after the great war. All 
the ills of an electorate irritated by 
war's inconveniences were combined 
in the verdict of 1920. Much, of the 
vote was in protest 
against acts 


made necessary by war, particularly 
burdensome taxation. Is the need of 
heavy taxes better understood today? 
The answer to this question will be 
registered in many a congressional 
district on Nov. 7. It is the writer's 
intention to make a survey of the sit- 
uation in 21 northern states where if 
a political revolution is in sight the 
result may have a bearing on the at- 
titude of congress in the winter ses- 
sion and the presidential contest in 
1924.

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THE FARMER AND PRICES 


We read that the farmers of the central 


states are again facing hard straits, as a 
result of low-prices for their products and 
' comparatively high prices for the things 
they have to buy. 
Farmers in the corn 


belt are particularly hard hit. and coun- 


, try bankers in conjunction Avith state and 
'federal officials have been analyzing the 


• situation with the hope of finding relkf 
, that would be good for both commercial 
business and farm prosperity. 


The farmer today stands at the market 


t gate with enormous production. Crops 


,' throughout the country are probably the 


I heaviest ever before raised in the United 


, States. We have tremendous grain, fruit 
and vegetable crops and unfortunately 
they are being marketed at a disadvantage 
to the producer and at prices that will not 
in many eases net him a commensurate 
•.return. The farmer ought to see by this 
time that high protection does not and can- 
not make him prosperous. He is supposed 
to have had the benefit for the last year 
•of the emergency tariff bill passed by con- 
gress, but we think he ought-to be satis- 
fied that it has not improved prices for his 
products in the slightest degree. If any- 
thing they have sunk lower and lower. 


The farmer in the meantime has been 


compelled to pay stiff prices for the fin- 
ished goods he uses, from food products 
to household goods and farm equipment. 
Furthermore, prices for things the farmer 
has to buy are morally certain to increase 
under the tariff law which has.just been en- 
acted ancl signedbythepresident. Thislaw. 
which is designed to raise revenue in the 
amount of $400,000.000. is estimated in 
Republican sources to cost tho producer 
much more than a billion dollars increase 
in prices. The farmer will pay his propor- 
tionate share of this increase, and if he 


j does not receive more for his own prod- 
ucts the tariff will exploit him mercilessly, 


j 
There are three things that are opera- 


' ting against the farmer and agricultural 


I prosperity. 
There will be difference? of 


iopinicm as to their order and importance, 
.but one of them is the tariff, another is 
the lack of European markets, and the 


1 third is the lack of proper marketing fa- 


j eilities and cooperative selling. 
The first 


•is a purely political handicap in.which the 
'farmer is. being victimized by office soA- 


'< ers. The second is due to a failure of the 


• government of the United States to assume 
.its just responsibilities in the reconstruc- 
tion and peace of Europe. The third is an 


i economic problem, in which the farmer 
can do more for himself than all of tlia 
ipoliticians and all of the agitators com- 


• bined. 


• 
It is in the economic field that he can 


'make himself the master of his own busi- 
ness, of the great industry- he conducts. 
He can also in the end control the first 
two factors by the weight of his vote and 
influence. Agricultural prosperity is fun- 
damental to our national prosperity. ,.It 
must be preserved and conserved. Gov- 
ernment cannot do it by defying natural 
or economic laws. It can only do it by rec- 
ognizing these laws and acted in obedi- 
ence to them. 
The farmer can contrib- 


ute to his own prosperity by working 
along sound business and political lines, 
and not by socialistic experiments. 
The 


truth is he is being exploited by the 
politicians of both extremes, that is of 
special interests and of social radicalism. 
There is a happy mean, the mean of busi- 
ness and social sanity. 


MR. DAUGHERTY AND 


V IMPEACHMENT 


While it is improbable that the plan to 


impeach Attorney General Daugherty be- 
cause of his injunction proceeding at Chi- 
cago before Judge Wilkerson will succeed. 
it is nevertheless true that a serious case, 


at least his fitness for the office 


he 
occupies, 
may be made out. Mr. 


Daugherty went into the cabinet under 
the cloud of adverse public opinion. He 
had never been anything but 3 polician of 
the type that caters to special influences 
and that is ready to make a "deal" £or 
his party or for himself. He did not pos- 
sess any of the high attributes that should 
go with an office of the groat distinction 
to which he was elevated by the president 
purely as a personal and political favor. 
Mr.- Daugherty has since justified this 
public estimate of him and we believe 
there has never been A time during his 
occupancy of the office that his tempera- 
mental and professional unfituess for the 
place has not been indicated. 


It is a significant fact that Samuel Un- 


fermeyer. the distinguished lawyer, who 
served in the Locfewood investigation and 
other notable cases in behalf of the pub- 
lic, has agreed to prepare and present the 
case against Mr. Daugherty for impeach- 
ment, and. as is usual with him. without 
compensation. 
Mr. Unterraeyer charges 


that Daugherty has been guilty of the 
grossest neglect of official duty in the 
prosecution of violations of the anti-trust 
laws, violations which Mr. Unterineyer 
has laid before him. He says there have 
been*numerous failures to prosecute at all 
and delays that were inexcusable. 
He 


furthermore regards it as a most serious 
breach of public trust i'or the attorne}- 
general to have applied for his writ of in- 
junction in the shopmen's case to a judge 
he recently caused to be appointed. 


We do not know upon whose judgment 


Mr. Daugherty rushed into court for the 
Chicago injunction, but if he really be- 
lieves that free speech, free press, and free 
assembly in the United States can be ex- 
tinguished by legal process of the charac- 
ter he instituted, he is going as far, it 
seems to us, toward the abolishment of 
constitutional government asisMr.LaPol- 
lette in his advocacy of congressional 
supremacy over the judicial branch of 
government. 


Mr. Daugherty is one of the heaviest 


liabilities of the administration, already 
too much suspected.of sympathy with the 
capitalist class at a time when the country 
seems to be gravitating to the other ex- 
treme of radicalism. It certainly is not 
an opportune time to give this movement 
further impetus by catering to special in- 
terests and those who would tise govern- 
ment for selfish ends. 
Mr. Daugherty 


ought to be replaced by a man who will 
enforce the anti-trust and other laws de- 
signed to prevent profiteering and exploi- 
tation with all the powor at his command. 
The administration can afford to have the 
department of justice administered in no 
otSer wav.

OUR USELESS APPENDAGES 


About 25 years ago when appendicitis was the 


height of fashion a group of American surgeons* 
courageously advocated universal removal of the ap 
pendix in childhood as a measure of prevention 
against that treacherous and then very fatal disease 
I say they were courageous surgeons, for it does 
demand courage for a surgeon to lay himself open 
to the jibes of humorists. 
A surgeon with jus 


an ordinary practice has to be careful how much 
truth he tells. Patients will not stand for more 
than a. reasonable amount of truth from a doctor 
If the doctor grows careless and tells the whole truth 
at all times he may as well look about forborne 
other means of livelihood, for his patients will soon 
select doctors who exercise better judgment. 


The appendix vermiformis is useless to civiliza 


tion. Mail order healers will tell you the appendix 
is a functionally important organ serving as the oi 
can of the alimentary canal, or some such nonsense 
As an oil can the human appendix is the greatest 
failure ever tried out. If it was intended as a lu 
ta-iciiting attachment for the intestine it was placed 
in the most disadvantageous possible position for 
the purpose. Nature makes no such mistakes as 
that. % Besides, as a rule we civilized folks enjoy 
_reater functional efficiency on the part of the ali- 
mentary tract after removal of the useless appendix 
than we had when the appendix was in situ. 


In some of the lower animals at least the her- 


jiverous, the appendix is a large and functionally 
important: orsran still, 
in the rabbit, cow, horse, 


sheep, it is still an important part of the intestine 
Man, 
however, has long since cut his canine teeth 


ahd learned to assimilate flfesh food fairly well. 
Therefore we have no need ol such a long intestine 
and the appendix is undergoing evolution. It is 
nothing more than a source of trouble to civilized 
man, at this writing. Like the third molar (wisdom) 
eeth. the hairy covering pf the body and the hind 
imbs. the appendix has been superseded by the 
artificialities of civilzation. Our food is premasti- 
cated by machinery; our clothing is worn for many 
reasons other than protection; our digestion is pamp- 
ered. 
Legs are in danger of suffering the evolutionary 


fate of the appendix. Many city parks are without 
suitable paths for pedestrians, though beautifully 
equipped for driving or riding. Legs get little en- 
couragement. It seems that nobody wants anybody 
to walk. People with high blood pressure and tho 
flivver habit ought to know that there is no better 
remedy than every day walking to bring down and 
keep down the blood pressure.

Par's — Georges Carpentier, the 


heavyweight champion- boxer of Eu- 
rope and idol of France, was defeated 
on Sunday by Battling Siki, the Sene- 
galese fighter, in the sixth roun<T of 
what was to have been a 20 round 
bout. 


Carpentier never had a chance after 


the third round. He was barely able 
to respond to the bell at the beginning 
of the sixth. With his right eye com- 
pletely closed and his nose broken, he 
was unable to put up a guard. 


In the sixth the negro fighter plant- 


ed a series of terrific rights to Car- 
pentier's head, and the French idol 
crumpled to ths floor. One of his legs 
caught between the legs of the Sene- 
galese while he was falling. 


The crowd, the largest that ever 


witnessed a boxing contest in France, 
was in an 
uproar. 
Many 
persons 


jumped into the ring and carried the 
Senegalese on their shoulders to his 
corner. 


DECISION HIGHLY CHEEREl* 
The referee, Harry Bertstein, at first 


ruled that Siki had been disqualified 
for "tripping," but the throng, which 
considered that Carpentier had been 
beaten squarely by a better man, re- 
ceived the decision with a great chor- 
us of hoots and jeers and even threat 
ened the referee with bodily harm. 


The three judges of the fight, Vic- 


tor Breyer, Jean Pujol, Frenchmen, 
and Mr. Dennison of London, went in 
to' consultation. An hour later they de- 
clared the negro the winner. Their 
verdict was recived with terrific cheer- 
ing from the spectators who had re 
mained in the arena forit, many of 
them in an ugly mood. Carpentier had 
been hooted by large numbers of the 
crowd as he was taken from the ring 
to his dressing room. 


CARPEXTIEK TEIED HARD 


Carpantier tried every trick of hia 


ring knowledge to stave off defeat 
Twice he was warned for butting dur 
ing the fifth round. It seemed evident 
that he was anxious to be disqualified 
by the referee rather than to suffer 
the ignominy of a knockout. When his 
subterfuges 
became 
apparent, 
the 


crowd which 
previously had been 


pulling for him, jeered and hooted, and 
cheered ths negro. 


So confident was Carpentier of ulti- 


mate victory, however, that he was 
smiling as he went to his 
corner 


when the gong ended the first round. 
"I'll get him whenever I want to," 
he said to Francois Deschatnps, his 
manager and trainer. 


The crowd evidently was 
of 
the 


same opinion as Carpentier, for it 
lustily cheered GeorgeSj the Senegal- 
ese not having landed a solid blow up 
to this time. "Georges is letting him 
stay for the moving pictures," was 
nn expression heard » from 
various 


spectators. 


In the first round Siki rushed out 


of his corner and met Carpentier be- 
foi'e the Frenchman was fairly out 
of his chair, 
Carpentier, 
however, 


caught the black man 
with

straight rights. Siki covered up, and 
then went down to one knee from a 
light left. 
The referee ordered him 


up. 
SWINGS TWO HARD PUNCHES 


Carpentier then swung

rights to the jaw. Siki took them 
merely shaking his head, and bored 
in. 
Carpentier's face wore a puzzled 


expression, although plainly he was 
holding back.
